Applicant filed a response to the Non-Final Action of June 30, 2010 on December 
16,2010. Claims 24, 35, 36 are amended. Claims 39, 40 are new. Claims 1-23, 37 
are cancelled. 

Claims 24-36, 38-40 are pending. 



This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species . 

Claims 39, 40 are drawn to distinctly named foreign genes and one must be 
elected. Each of the genes is distinct because each gene encodes a protein with a 
distinct and different biological activity from the other. In addition, these species are not 
obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, or 
a single grouping of patentably indistinct species, for prosecution on the merits to which 
the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 
claims 24-36, 38-40 are generic for foreign genes. 

There is a search and/or examination burden for the patentably distinct species 
as set forth above because at least the following reason (s) apply: 

Each of the foreign genes encodes a protein with a distinct and different 
biological activity. The search and examination for each gene is burdensome because 
the search of one gene is not coextensive with the search of another. 

Applicant is advised that tlie reply to this requirement to be complete must
